"The Maiden Assurance society" is a somo- 


whatsingular business institution in Denmark. 
Tho noblemen—for tho association is pecul- 
iarly for this class—as soon as a female child 
is bom to him enrolls her name innceitain as- 
sociation of noblo families, and pays a certntn 
sum, end thereafter a fixed amount to tlio 
society. When she has reached tho age o f 2 L 
she becomes entitled to a lixed income, and to 
an elegant suito of apartments in ft lorgo 
building ot' tho association, with gardens and 
park about it, inhabited by other young or 
older noblo ladies, who have thus bccomo 
ineinUsrs. If her father dies in her youth, and 
she desires it, she has shelter in this building, 
and at tho fixed time her income. When s-bo 
dies or is married, all this right to iucomo 
lapses, and tho money paid in swcli; the endow- 
ment of the association. But this very chance 
must enable tho company to pluirge lower 
annual premiums and make tho burden less 
oil the father insuring.
